SEVEN HOURS ON THE NAVAL BILL.

Wasuineron, D. C., July 5—After a 
session of seven hours today the House, in 
Committee of the Whole, finished the con- 
sideration of the Naval Appropriation bill. 
A final vote on the bill and amendments was 
not, however, taken. Separate votes on 
some of the amendments will be demanded, 
and it is expected that after they have been 
adopted Robeson will take advantage of the 
closing hour of the debate to make a grand, 
comprehensive, and conclusive defense of his 
administration as Secretary of the Navy. The 
passage of the bill preparea by him, 
with so few. material changes, does 
something to vindicate his judgment 
respecting naval matters, and especially his 
policy in regard to the monitors. That, at 
least, will be his claim. While, to be sure, 
an original proposition brought forward in 
the House now to build new monitors would 
not be likely to receive much support, and 


‘while the making of the appropriations to 


continue the work may be considered as the 


best way 
OUT OF A DILEMA, 
yet it should also be remembered that, for 
six or seyen years, the Democratic 
party in Congress has spared no ef- 
fort and omitted no opportunity to attack’

Thus 
the defense, if they had chosen, could have 
challenged off the whole pauel and compelled a 
jury be made up of talesmen.

" OBITUARY. 


Death of the Hon. Ichabod Goodwin, 
New Hampshire’s War Governor. 
Special Dispatch te The Chicago Tribune. 

Boston, July 5.—The Hon. Ichabod Goodwin, 
New Hampshire’s War Governor, died last night 
at his home in Portsmouth, after a long illness, 
aged 86 years. He was a delegate- at- large from 
New Hampshire to the National conventions at 
which Clay, Taylor, and Scott were put in nomi- 
nation by the Whigs for the Presidency, and 
was a Vice-President of the first two named 
bedjes. Twice he served in constitutional con- 
ventions, and was elected Governor by the Re- 
publicans in 1859 and ‘60. When President 
Lincola made his call for troops in the spring 
of 1861 New Hampshire was considered to be 
iil prepared to meet the requisition. The Leg 
islature was not in session, and there were no 
tunds in the State Treasury which could be de- 
voted to the ex se of raising and equip 
troops. The banking institutions ot the Com- 
monwealth and weathy citizens tendered the 
sum Of $680,000 for military purposes, which 
Goy. Goodwin gladly accepted and proceeded to 
orwanize trappe, and in less than two months he 
had dispatched to the front two fine and well- 
equipped regiments. Of the money tendered 
only about $100,000 was expended, and upon the 
assembling of the Legisiature that body passed 
undnimeously the enabling act under which all 
his proceedings as Governor were ratified.

WOULD-BE ASSASINS. 


A Deliberate Attempt to Assasinate an 
Did and Mespected Citizen of Fort

tempt at assasination was committed at 2 o'clock 
this morning On the person of David W. Keil, 
proprietor and publisher of the Fort Wayne 
Deady Gazelta and owner of the Fort Wayne 
printmg and binding establisnment.

The Horrible Accident at Mingo Junc- 
tlon—Over Fifty Lives Lost. 

Special Dispatch to The Cihicago Tribune. 
Prrrsnond, Pa., July 5.—Details of trp .terri- 
bie disaster on the Ohio River last night are 
coming in slowly. The aecident occurred about 
half-past 8 o'clock. The Scioto, a sidewheel 
steamer running between Wheeling and Mata- 
moras, had been on an exeursion to Mounds- 
ville under the auspicies of the Wellsville Cornet 
Band, and had left East Liverpool about 7 o’clock 

a. m., taking 200 passengers aboard there, 


AT WELLSVILLE 
about 300 or 400 more got aboard, with a band. 
loading the boat to the guards with a mass of 
men, women, and children. The steamer landed 


at Steubenville between 9 and 10 o'clock, and 


refused to take any passengers there, although 
seyeral men and boys managed to clamber over 
the guards. She went on to Moundsville, and, 
returning in the evening, had reached a point 
just above Cross Creek, on the West Virginia 
side of the river, when : 


SHE MET THE JOHN LOMAS 
coming down in the middie of the stream. The 
latter is a small stern-wheel boat, which plies 
between Wheeling and Martin's Ferry, and had 
been to Steubenville with an excursion of about 
200 people from the latter place. It was about 
8:00 o'clock when she came in sight ofthe 
Scioto. The clouds had mostly blown away, and 
it was quite lighten the river. The Lomas ap- 
pears to have signaled first, according to regu- 
lations, with one- blast, to pass on the left, Ina 
few minutes the Seioto responded witb two, and 
made for the middle of the river. The Lomas 
then gave two whisties, but the boats kept com- 


tng closer and closer together. Orders were | 


given to back the engines, but it was too late to 
do any good. ; 
THE BOATS CAME TOGETHER 
With a tremendous crash, the Lomas striking 
the Scioto on the larboard, or icft-hand side, 
just about the ash- box, tearing into her guards, 
and making a large bole in the huil, through 
which she began taking water at a rapid rate. 
As may be imagiued, , 
THE CONFUSION ON BOARD 
was terrible. The number of women and chil- 
dren on board was especialiy large, and as the 
boat began to settle at once the scene was 
beartrending—parents looking tor their children 
and vice versa, husbands for their wives and 
wives for their husbands, and prayers and cries 
filled the air. The officers, to their credit, tried 
to keep the people cool, with the usuai result in 
such caces—nobody paid much attention to 
them, The boat 
BEGAN GOING DOWN — : 
at once, and in three minutes there was five feet 
of water in the cabin. Those on the lower deck 
(not less thay fifty in number) began jumping 
into the river, and the example was contagious. 


Many followed them like a flock of sheep, While 


others more cool made their way to thp hurri- 
cane roof, where there was safety as long as it 
would bold up under the weight. There were a 
dozen or fifteen men 


LYING DRUNK ON THE LOWER DECK, 
and all were doubtiess burried into eternity 
without warning. The river seemed black with 
human beings and débris of all kinds, and it will 
be days at least befure the full extent of the 
disaster is known. There were three boats on 
the Seioto. and they were at once lowered. In 
the excitement the fingt was overcrowded and 
swamped, but it is believed that none of the in- 
mates were lost. 

THE OTHER TWO BOATS 
were managed better, and did good work in 
rescuine passengers. The Lomas was not 
much damaged by the accident, and, after land- 
ing her crowd on the West Virginia shore, re- 
turned to the help of those on the. gurricane 
deck of the Scioto. It required . 


; THE GREATEST CARE 
in doing this work, first to avoid turning over 
the Scioto, and second, to avoid a rush from the 
Scioto to the Lomas, which might have been 
fatal. Four trips were made, and those on the 
boat were finally landed on the Ohio shore. 


THE LOSS OF LIFE 
cannot yet be ascertained. There was no reg 
istry of the passengers, and the loss can only be 
determined by the faijure of the missing to 
come home. Fourteen bodies have been recov- 
ered, and fifty-three are kaown to be missing. 
The total logs 

WILL EXCEED 100. 
The crowd ip the boat was certainly not less 
than 500, and probably numbered 600 or 700. 

The vessel was carrymg passengers largely in 
excess of the number allowed by law, and this 
violation of the rules will be one of 
the most prominent features of the 
investigation that is certain to follow. The sen- 
timent of Steubenville and about the scene of 
the disaster was strongly condemnatory of the 
action of the boat's officers in overcrowding 
their vessel tosuch an extent. No 

LIQUOR 

was sold on the boat, bat persons who got off the 
boat safely say considerable was ‘draok there by 
persons who had it with them. Onc of the offi- 
cers, after the survivors nad been gathered 
ushore, was offered a drink of whisky by a man 
who had a bottle on his person, and 
who thought, doubtiess, that a stimu- 
lant would raise his spirits. No, 
sir.“ replied the officer, adding siguiflcantiy: 
“It was whisky that caused this accident.” 
Many of the passengers were drinking in the 
cabin when the collision occurred, and the shock 
and noise of rushing water was the first intima- 
tion they had that anything was wrong. 


THE PILOT OF THE SCIOTO 
was a man named Keller. It is said he bad been 
of the river for some years aud was keeping a 
saloon in Wheeling. His account of the disas- 
ter is in effect as follows: Tue collision oc- 
curred just at the foot of Mingo Island. 
The night was not much or a 
moonlight uicht. as there were several clouds 
overhead. When we first sighted the Lomas she 
was passing the island, while I was hugging the 
Ubio side of the river at the point, and had 
Clint Thomas with me at the wheel. Being the 
descending boat, the Lomas had the first whistle, 
which she should have given when distant 400 
yards. i

The work of hunting dead bodies is still in 
progress.

A PILOT OUT OF PRACTIOCR. 

Dave Kelier, pilot of the Scioto, left for 
Wheeling on the Lomas and cannot be seen. He 
is reported to be a saloonkeeper, and out of 
practice. It is positively stated the accident 
was caused by the breaking of the rudder-rope 
of the Scioto. It was broken early in the morn- 
ing, but bad been repaired. Many of tne Scioto 
passengers were drunk, but the officers are said 
to have been all right. 

THE ENGINEER’S STATEMENT. 

Engineer Page says: “I was on wateh at the 
time of the accident, and when the boats 
whistled for passing I noticed that there was 
something wrong. but thought noibing of it, and 
stepped out on the deck for a second, when I 
saw that the Lomas was right upon us. I rushed 
back to my engine, obeyed the bell to back, 
which was followed by a bell to stop, and then, 
seeing that the boat was fast sinking, threw a 
skiff in the water. I ran after my coat, and when 
I got back the skiff was eo full of terror-stricken 
peopie that I knew it would sink,so I jumped 
into the river and struck for the West Virginie 
shore. 

THE CURRENT WAS STRONG, : 
and in order to save myself I struck 
out for the Ohio shore, but with all 
my strength I was hardiy able to reach 
the land and assist two boys who were in the 
water near me, whom I helped as best I could, 
and we all arrived safely, but so exhausted that 
we could scarcely stand. As to how many were 
saved I eaunot tell. nor do I know how many 
were lost or what caused the accident. In look- 
ing around meas I swam I saw a sight that 
fairly took my breath. The water was black 
with people struggling for their lfves, and the 
expression of their faces I can never forget. It 
was the most terrible thing that you can imac- 
ine. Women and children were crying and men 
were shouting and cursing, and the whole scene 
was a pandemonium such as is seldom witnessed 
on earth; and this so unmanned me that I could 
hardly swim.”

against that far more formidable foe to 
human life—the small-pox. 


THE WHISKY TAX AS A SCHOOL FUND. 

There was at least one Fourth-of-July 
oration. which had a practical alm. We re- 
fer to Gen. Logan’s address at Lake Bluff. 
It was missionary in its character, and cal- 
“culated to make converts to the project for 
setting aside the whisky tax as a National 
educational fund for the further extension 
and support of the conimon-school system. 
This is the purpose of the bill which was in- 
troduced into the Senate by Gen. Logan a 
few months ago. The proposition is one 


} which will naturally require considerable 


agitation before Congress will be ready to 
adopt it. The celebration of a National holli- 
day at Lake Bluff, the favorit summer-resort 
of the Methodists, was a proper occasion for 
urging the merits of the bill. Gen. Logan 
Bpoke tu a class of persons—religious and 
temperance people—who are inclined to re- 
gard the idea with disfavor, on the ground 
that the money derived from the 
whisky tax is tainted, and should 
not be used in the holy cause of education. 
It needed considerable courage to antagonize 
this prejudice in the stronghold of a relig- 
ious reunion, and Gen. Logan is entitled to 
great credit for the manly and intelligent 
mannerin which he discharged the duty. 
He found his reward in the close attention 
and respectful hearing he secured, and there 
is reason to believe that his argument con- 
vinced many sincere laborers in the cause of 
temperance and education that they are 
making a serious error in practically allying 
themselves with the whisky interests in op- 
position to the project in question. 

Starting with the question how the Ameri- 
can people shall best preserve for posterity 
the great rights claimed by the Declaration 
of Independence, Gen, Logan found ready 
assent to the answer that it is through a 
proper and thorough system of public edu- 
cation. If this be conceded, then the ques- 
tion takes the practical shape, How may 
such a system of education for the masses 

est be assured ? Experience has proved that 
it cannot safely be left to the States to pro- 
vide universal schooling. The illiteracy 
among both whites and blacks at the South 
and the inadequacy of the schoo! facilities in 
various other sectiops of the country are con- 
ditions which attest that fact. The 
Nation has a claim upon intelligent 
citizenship, and it is not merely the right, 
but the duty, of the National Government to 
provide the means necessary to supplement 
and complete the educational work of the 
States. There are various propositions in 
Congress looking to this end, but they are all 
partial and half-hearted except that submit- 
ted by Gen. Logan; his is the only one which 
would guarantee a fulfillment of the hope for 
universal common-school education. The 
plan which he proposes would assure two 
results, each one of which is of great im- 
portance to the people: 

1. The establishment and maintenance of 
public schools everywhere in proportion to 
the population. 

2. The perpetuation of a whisky tax which 
would probably increase in proportion to the 
educational requirements, and which other- 
wise will doubtless be repealed altogether. 

Many of the religious and temperance peo- 
ple to whom Gen. Logan spoke on Tuesday 
agree to the desirability of both resulta, and 
yét oppose the conjunction which will pro- 
duce them. Such a position is due either to 
thoughtlesness or unreasonable prejudice. 
No man iu favor of universal education in 
this country will deny that it is wiser to 
employ a part of the public revenues for the 


| Support of common schools than to encour- 


age extravagence and jobbery by the pres- 
ence of a large surplus in the Treasury and 
at the same time negivet the cause of educa- 
tion. No man in favor of temperance will 
deny that che taxation on liquors is a re- 
straint upon their general consumption to 
the extont that it increases the cost of drink 
and limits the manufacture and sale thereof. 
When both these objects can be accom- 
plishel by a single Congressional movement, 
itis not easy to understand how religious 
and temperance people can reconcile. their 
consciences to jvining the whisky-men in 
Opposing such a measure, or even to a passive

The inconsistency of 
such a position is manifest, and yet it is no 
greater than that of ee that the 
appropriation of the whisky tax for educa- 
tional purposes would vitiate the cause. 
If $65,000,000. were appropriated by the 
Government annually for commou-school 
purposes, and the same amount of money 
should continuo to be collected every 
year from the Whisky tax and mixed indis- 
criminetely with the other revenues in the 
Treasury, it is perfectly clear that the 
whisky tex would contribute its share to the 
support of the schools. Would religious 
and temperance people in such se urge 
that the school appropriation should be 


abated in proportion to the contribution | 


made by the whisky tax ? Probably not; and 
yet such a course would be quite as rational 
as that which opposes the direct utilization 
of the whisky tax for educational purposes. 
The advantage of putting the proposition 
in this shape is, that it assures for all future 
time a popular protest against the repeal of 
the whisky tax after its use as a school-fund 
shall be established, and the people in favor 
of temperance ought to be the first to work 
for such a guarantee. 
— 
A COLORED SPOILS REBELLION. 

There is a colored rebellion in the Repub- 
lican party of Ohio, and it is “all on ac- 
eount” not of Btiza,”? but of offices and 
spoils. The rebellion has broken out in the 
form of a young newspaper—“the Afro- 
American, E. J. Waring, editor,” at Colum- 
bus. As a matter of course the rebels are 
denounced as ungrateful, and sneered at as 
mercenary. And it must be confessed that 
the colored citizen who leaves the Republic- 
an party and joins the Democratic party is 
prima facie a scamp of the most depraved 
order. 

If we consider what the colored man was 
twenty years ago and what he is now, and 
credit the change where it belongs, we must 
reach the conclusion that the Republican 
party is at least entitled to decent treatment 
at his hands. 

The colored man was a.“ nigger ’’; he is a 
citizen. He was a chattel, bought and sold 
like a beast on the auction block; he is a 
man, the equal before the law of the proudest 
man in the realm. His wife and his children 
were slaves, and he could neither protect the 
one from the lust of the Inaster nor the other 
from the lash of the overseer; they are free, 
with all that the word implies. By the Con- 
stitution, the laws, and the decision of the 
bighest court the “nigger” had no rights 


‘that a white man was bound to respeet; by 


the Constitution, the laws, and the decisions 
of the courts the colored man is the peer of 
his fellow of the white skin, 

This transformation scene was enacted by 
the Republican party, and every step of it 
was opposed bitterly, fiercely, by the Demo- 
cratic party. “Surely the colored man 
would die for the Repubilean party,” ex- 
claims the student of history. No, it is no 
longer necessary to die for the Republican 
party. Well, the colored man will vote the 
Republican ticket in preference to that of the 
Democratic party,“ remarks the student of 
history. Yes, certainly—provided he is given 
an office! 

And why should not offices be given to 
colored Republicans? Are not they legiti- 
mate party spoil? Are not the incumbents 
required to pay for them? Certainly. Wit- 
ness the circular letter issued to every office- 
holder in the land requiring him to send 2 
per cent of his wages to the committee of 
party leaders. If public office is a spoil why 
should not the colored Republican of Ohio 
be given his share? And if not given his 
share, what right has the Republican party 
to complain if he rebels in the form of a 
newspaper ? 

The Afro-American, E. J. Waring editor, 
of Columbus, O., we are told, attacks the 
Republican party with all the fierceness of a 
klan of mounted Ku-Klux raiders.” And 
why should it not, pray? A party of robbers 
who should refuse to give each member of 
the gang his fair share ofthe plunder would 
be declared infamous by a convention of vil- 
lains! Shall not the Republican party be as 
honorable as a band of highwaymen ? | 

Seriously, do spoils partisans reflect what 
a lesson in party morals they have taught 
colored Republicans? -. They have taught 
them to demand office as the price of party 
fealty. They have taught them that the spoils 
are the end and aim of political warfare. 
Theyunave taught them to try to make a liv- 
ing out of politics. They havetaught them 
to become blackmailers. Than all this noth- 
ing could be more degrading. ‘The slave has 
been made free only that he may know how 
base a freeman may become. He has been 
made a citizen, and by the same act taught to 
auction off his right of suffrage to the high- 
est bidder for an office! 


COLLECTING STATE DEBTS. 

The British holders of Virginia State bonds 
held a meeting in London Tuesday and util- 
ized the National holiday to pass various reso- 
lutions calling attention to the practical re- 
pudiation of a large portion of several of the 
State debts, and in one of these resolutions 
they called the attention of President Ar- 
thur to the matter of the Virginia State 
bonds, and prayed that the bondholders be 
aided in the recovery of what is due them. 

The nature and character of State Govern- 
ments in this country aught to be sufficient- 
ly wS) known at this time to the English 
people to leave no room for any such resolu- 
tions and proceedings like those in London. 
The State of Virginia incurred this debt, 
which now, with accumulations of interest, 
amounts to a very large sum. The State 
debt was a large one before the War, and 
after the War it received considerable addi- 
tions. It passed through several processes 
of funding and readjustment, but it really 
suffered very little reduction; few or no pay- 
ments, even of interest, have been made, 80 
that the debt has been growing under the 
accumulations of interest, and unless the 
people of that State shall in time come to 

understand that the debt will go on iIncreas- 
ing until something is paid on it there is no 
limit to its growth. 

In fact, it has already grown to be enor- 
mous. In round figures the debt of the two 
Viginias is now $50,000,000, and, as the inter- 
est is not paid, of course the annual accumn- 
lations are large. It should be understood, 
however, that a large part of this indebted- 
ness justly and properly belongs to the State 
of West Virginia, and the portion of the 
State debt by common consent assigned as 
the proper share of mat State is put down at 
one-third of the ante-War debt. When West 
Virginia was organized as a State it wrete 
upon its Constitution that it would be ready 
at any moment to assume its just share of 
the burden, but afterward that ereditable 
stipulation was erased from the Constitution, 
and so far as there is any record now in ex- 
istence the State of West Virginia is, about 
as free of debt as any other State- in the 
Union, 

The debt of Virginia has reached such 
magnitude that itis an open question whether 
the people ca now pay it—that is, whether the 
State can now aiford to levy an annual tax 
equal to meeting the interest on the bonds. We 
leave out of the discussion the controverted 
points as to what constitutes the debt at the 
ns on ip eng eee in a ne 
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strongest hearts quail before the taxation 


needed to meet its present interest and to be- | 


gin the reduction of its principal. Forty 
years ago, the Staté of Lllingls, with less 
than 300,000 inhabitants, with no credit and no 
roads, bravely grappled with a debt of nearly 
$17,003,009; and, poor and disheartened as 
were the people, that debt, with all the arrears 
of its interest, was in due time paid. It re- 
quired courage to undertake that system of 
protracted taxation, but the courage was 
supplied, the tax was levied and collected, 
and the debt was pald to the last farthing. 
We have no doubt that these Southern 
States—Alabama, the Virginias, the Caro- 
linas, Arkansas, Tennessee, and other States— 
which have practically repudiated Jarge por- 
tions of their debt, will see the great folly of 
that act, and willin due time, when the ma- 
terial condition of the population has im- 
proved, take the proper steps to release 
themselves of the disgrace, and make an 


honest agreement with their creditors. 


There is nothing in the Constitution of the 
United States which authorizes any branch 
of the Government to lecture or remonstrate 
with aState, or even offer its friendly serv- 
ices in accommodating differences between 
one and its creditors. In the Constitution 
when it was first adopted a State creditor 
was authorized to bring suits for debt against 
a State, but early in the history of the Union 
this provision for the judicial coercion of 
States, even in actions of debt, was removed, 
and the following put among the first amend- 
ments, 

The judicial power of the United States shall 
not be construed to extend to any suit in law or 
equity commenced or prosecuted against one of 
the United States by citizens of another State, or 


— citizens or subjects of anocher State, ur by 
tizens or subjects of any foreign State. 


To this has since been added in most of the 
State Constitutions the prohibition of any 
such suit against any State in the courts of 
such State. This practically excludes such 
State from being sued in its own courts or in 
any other court.. Our States therefore have 
the character of being competent as political 
corporations to contract debts and issue 
forms of indebtedness without the judical 
power existing anywhere to enforce these 
contracts. No department of the National 
Government can take any action whatever 
concerning these creditors’ resolutions adopt- 
ed in London,

THE NEW VERSION. 

The revised version of the New Testament, 
which had almost gone out of remembrance, 
has once more come in sight by a savage 
attack which has been made upon it in the 
Quarterly Review, impugning not only the 
correctness of the work of the revisers, but 
alleging that they consulted an untrustworthy 


‘text and made it the basis of their labor. 


The reviewer has made so furious an assault 
upon the version that two of the revisers, 
understood to be the Bishop of Gloucester 
and Bristol, who was Chairman of the revis- 
ers, and Archdeacon Palmer, who was editor 
of the Greek text, have eome to the rescue of 
their work. They declare that they were bound 
to accept the text for the authenticity of 
which the evidence on all sides was strong- 
est. The Quarterly reviewer declares that 
the strongest evidence preponderates in 
favor of the text upon which the King James 
version is constructed. ‘The revisers, how- 
ever, claim that while the Syrian version, 
which is the basis of the King James version, 
is very old, there were three still older—the 
Western, the Alexandrian, and the Neutral— 
from a coalition: of which the Syrian was 
formed, they being, of course, older than it, 
and that all reliable testimony points to the 
Neutral as the nearest approach to the orig- 
inal writings, Asto the manner in which 
the revisers workéd, they say: 

The tgp goed dia not lay down for the gov- 
ernment of its action any formal theory of text- 
ual criticism. It was impossibie, however, to 
mistake the conviction upon which its textual 
decisions were based. It was a conviction com- 
mon to all the great critical editors from Gries 
bach downwards, however variously they might 
state this or that arguoent in its favor. ‘ 

The New Greek Text (as the reviewer calls 
it)is mot based, as he seems to suppose, on 
text of the two Cambridge Professors, nor on 
the text of any ome of the three great editors 
who preceded them. Its similarity to all these 
four texts is the natural copsequence of general 
agreement in respect to the authority to be as- 
cribed to the several documents, or classes of 
documents, which make up the apparatus criti- 
cus of every editor of the Greek Testament. 

As to the question of style, no further ar- 
gument is needed as to the superiority of the 
old text. It is infinitly more beautiful and 
dignified. It it shail turn out in addition to 
this that the new version is inaccurate, of 
course that will be the end of it on all sides. 
In any event, it is now pretty certain that the 
new version is a failure sofar as the people 
are concerned, Scholars may prefer it, but 
the ald Bible’s position is not yet disturbed, 
though the new version has been out a 
year; and it is not likely to be disturbed. 
The old associations that cluster about it, the 
familiarity with its forms of statement, as 
well as its beauty, have so endeared it to the 
people that they willcontinue using it and 
never take much interest in the war between 
the reviewers and the revisers. Should the 
latter be successful, the people will still cling 
to the old Bible, while should the former be 
successful, they will be all the happier that 
their Bible is the bestand most accurate,

ATYPICAL MURDER CASE IN COOK COUNTY. 

The Hayward-McMahon murder case, 
which came to an end Saturday last in a 
motion of the State’s-Attorney to dismiss 
with leave to reinstate,’’ Illustrates admira- 
bly the workings of the criminal code in 

Cook County. Hayward was a dissolute 
medical student. He freq udnted the suloon 
of a man named McMahon in Cottage Grove 
avenue, near Twenty-sixth street. While 
pluying cards there late at night Hayward 
became very disorderly and boisterous. He 


and MeMahon quarreled about 20 cents, 


which one alleged was due and the other re- 
fused to pay. Hayward left the saloon and 
McMahon followed him out. They contin- 
ued the quarrel in the street. Blows were 
exchlanged, and Hayward at last shot and 
killed MeMahon, 

There were mitigating circumstances con- 
nected with this murder. It was not a case 
for hanging. But it deserved to be punished 
by along termof imprisonment. McMahon 
was unarmed. Hayward had a revolver in 
his pocket. Both men were tipsy; they 
quarreled, and the unarmed man was killed. 
Ilayward was In no danger of bodily injury. 


It was possible for him at any time before 


the shooting to walk quietly away. He chose 
to remain, and was confirmed in that reso- 
lution, no doubt, by the thought that ne had 
4 reyolver in his pocket, and could use it if 
necessary. 

It will be interesting to follow the course 
of this murder case through the courts. The 
crime was committed Dec. 6, 1878. Hayward 
pleaded not gullty Jan. 13, 1879. Continu- 
ances were granted Feb. 15 and May 12 at 
the request of the defendant. June 14 an- 
other contingance to the September term 
was allowed. Sept. 10 leave was granted E. 


B. MeClanahan to assist the prosecution, and 


a jury was impancled and sworn in; the 
trial continued until the 13th September, 
187%, when the jury returned a verdict of 
guilty, fixiag the term at imprisonment for 
life In the penitentiary. 

The proceedings which ended so fortunate- 
ly for Hayward began with a motion for a 
new trial made by his attorney on the day of 
the verdict, Oct. 2, 1879, the argument of 
this motion was continued until the next 

rin of court; Oet. 9 the motion was argued 
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r | the penitentiary for life. Oct. 
15 the: time ot his removal from the jail to 
the penitentiary was extended-to Nov. 6, and 
Oct. 30 a still further extension to five days 
after the adjournment of the N hs a: term 
was granted 

The case was brought to the Supreme 
Court, and Jan. 1%, 1881, the mandate of that 
court granting a new trial was filed‘and the 
cause redocketed. Bail for the defendant 
was fixed at 88,000, failing to furnish which 
he went to jail; June 8 of the same year, 
the cause again came up for trial, and a con- 
tinuance was taken by the defendant; July 
18, the case was again continued by agree- 
nent, and bail was reduced to $2,500; July 
20, Henry J. Lenzen and Alice Ek. Paul be- 
came sureti¢s on the bond; Feb. 17, 1882, the 
case was again continued by agreement, and 
March 15 once again. July 1, last Saturday, 
it was stricken off the docket with leave to 
reinstate. 

The case, it was alleged at the ume was 
practically tried de novo by the Supreme 
Court, one of the Judges who took a warm 
interest in the matter even going so far as al- 
most to introduce new evidence to support 
his theory that the killing was done in self- 
defense. The opinion of the court, based on 
this theory, went so far into the merits and 
the facts in the case thata new trial would 
have been mere foolhardiness. The State’s- 
Attorney, under the circumstances, properly 
asked for da dismissal with leave to rein- 
state,” which is equivalent toa nolle prose- 
qui. 

The facts in this ease should direct public 
attention again to the necessity of reform in 
the methods of criminal procedure in IIII- 
nois. Those members of the Legislature who 
defeated the appointment of a commission 
should not be lost sight of when new nomi- 
nations are made. Not one ol them is fit to 
sit in a lawmaking body.

THE DAY AFTER THE FOURTH, 

Are we outgrowing our Nationa! holidays? 
Or do we care less for them? These ques- 
tions inevitably oecur with increasing sug- 
gestiveness after every Fourth of July. A 
generation ago the Fourth of July meant 
something. There was the oration of the 
day, and the orator was selected with a view 
to his eloquence and patriotism and capacity 
to produce an oration that was worth the 
hearing. ‘There were parades that were in 
the nature of pageants. The day was 
ushered in with salvos of artillery and peals 
of bells, and it was ushered out in the same 
manner at set of sun. There were pyrotech- 
nic displays of gorgeous brilliancy. The 
whole people turned out of doors and con- 
gratulated each other, and enjoyed a genu- 
ine holiday, deydted to life, liberty, and 
the pursuit of happiness, and went to 
work the next day glad they had had 
a holiday and in better trim for their work. 
As compared with those days, the Fourth of 
July bas come to be the sorriest, noisiest, and 
most disagreeable day of the whole 365, If 
display means patriotism, then the whisky- 
sellers are the only patriots. They decorate 
their door-posts with greens and their roof- 
trees with flags so generally that a banner 
flying in the breeze may be taken as a sure 
indication that whisky is sold underneath it, 
and the result of life, liberty, and the pursuit 
of happiness in these beflagged rumholes is 
drunkenness, rowdyism, howling, yelling, 
cursing, shooting, and stabbing. The gam- 
ins of the streets have full license to use 
crackers, torpedoes, and pistols in the most 
crowded thoroughfares, and the result 
is fingers blown off, eyes put out, 
legs broken, pedestrians shot, runa- 
way horses, people maimed in a variety of 
ways, and property burned uv to satisfy the 
recklesness of small boys and grown-up 
loafers. And this is the substance of Fourth 
of July. it has been relegated to small boys 
and whisky-shops, and as both are given the 
widest latitude to do their worst they suc- 
ceed in making the day a nuisance, besides 
exposing life and property; and there are 
very few people who are not heartily glad 
when the day is over and the patriotism of 
these undesirable classes has had its yearly 
gratification, 

As municipalities there is no pride in the 
day; as individuals there is still less. Then 
why not make seme effort to have a sensible 
celebration of it or abandon it-altogether as a 
nuisance in its present form? At least its 
present oliservance might be changed. We 
have warned the Chinaman off; why not 
order him to take his infernal fre- 
crackers away with him also, and sup 
ply something in their place not quite 
so noisy? Why should ‘the hoodlums of 
the streets be allowed to endanger life with 
guns and pistols ? Why should the whisky 
shops and the low dens and dives be allowed 
extra privileges on that day more than any 
other? Why could not the city authorities 
devise some means of entertaining the peo- 
ple by a general celebration? Certainly it 
could be done in Chicago with a tithe of the 
money that is stolen every year. If this be 
not possible, it would be better to abandon 
the day altogether rather than to leave its 
celebration in present hands without any re- 
straint. If it is to continue, then the exu- 
berant patriotism of hoodlums and loafers 
ought to be kept within bounds by police 
regulations. As at present observed, Fourth 
of July is a public nuisance of the worst de- 
scription, andit is hardly worth while to 
keep it up in order that whisky-shops may 
remind us of our National independence and 
small boys blow their fingers off.

IiAMILTON PALACE, now the subject of 
so much attention, stands in Lanarkshire, ten 
miles from Glasgow.

In Brooklyn a few days ago an exhibition 
was given of the manufacture of Vasa Murrihna 
glass at the works of the Farrall Venetian Art 
Glass- Manufacturing Company. The making of 
this glass has been considered until recently 
one of the lost arts; and, when T. D. Farrall an- 
nounced that he had discovered a process of 
manufacturing it, other glassmakers ridiculed. 
the idea. The process was exhibited to many 
expert glassmakers and ers, and they au 
pronounced the glass a Mr. Farrall 
said he could make 3,700 different patterns of 
giassware, and could reproduce any piece of 
work in glass, however ancient or rare it might 
be. He showed many pieces of work that are 
close reproductions of specimens of ancient 
glassware in the British Museum. The pecul- 
iarity of this ware is that it is made by a fusion 
of gold, silver, platinum, and other metais. with 
fine flint giass. The metal is not stuck upon the 
outside of the glass, as was done by the Vene- 


tians in modern times, but is amalgamated with 


the glass and covered with a layer of that ma- 
teriai annealed, which makes the patterns prac- 
tically indestructible. Specimens were made in 
which the gold or silver appeared in granular 
streaks through the whole substance, or inter- 
mixed with waved lines of opalescent and ir- 
idescent glass. Other pieces Were frosted or 
corrugated with the metal near the surface, 
The glass is said to be very durable and capable 
of being put to a great variety of uses, both 
practical and ornamental. 


A Bie bog has burst in East Clare, Ireland, 
and the “oldest inhabitants” are recounting 
past occurrences of the same kind within their 
recollection. The phenomenon is occasioned by 
the gradual accumulation of water, especially 
in rainy seasons, underneath the mass of vere- 
table matter usually found in low grou This 
peaty stuff floats on the water, and is poured out 
over the adjoining land if an opening into the 
edge of the bog happensto be made. In other 
cases, the bog, having become filled with water 
like a sponge, literally bursts. In the East Clare 
catastrophe large areas of land under cultiva- 
tion for potatoes were buried beneath the semi- 
fluid mass of vegetable earth, which moved for- 
ward very much as lava flows down the mount- 
ain-side from the crater of a volcano. Such oc- 
currences are not uncommon. In Counties Gal- 
way, Limerick, and Clare considerable areas of 
bog have barst their bounds at various times in 
the same manner. A bog near Charleville, in 
1697, is said to have completely changed the face 
of the country, asis not unlikely, since it cov- 
ered forty acres and moved forward for a long 
distance. A hill in the neighborhood completely 
disappeared, and valuable pasture-lands were 
buried to a depth of sixteen feet. Some eight 
or nine years ago the “ Bog Dunmore” burst 
over a fertile valiey.

At present 
it holds 45.4 per cent in gold, inst 54.6 per 
cent in silver—an improvement of no less than 
22.4 per cent in the composinon of its 
serve. 

How do you account for the improvement of 
the Bank of France when the French have five - 
times the quantity of overvalued silver on hand 
that we have, and overvaiue it3 per cent be- 
yond the position of silver in the American 
ratio of the precious metais?—Cincinnati Com- 
mercial.

What becomes of all the dead letters? Every- 
bopy kpows that there are millions of them. 
Last year, to be exact, there were 3,153,204. 
Doubtiess, most people think that the law of 
1886 (dead letters shail be restored to the writers 
thereof free of postage) furnishes a satistac- 
tory reply to that question, But, asa matter of 
fact, during the same twelve months 2,285,420 
dead letters were royed.” As Mr. Weiler 
frequently said, or would have said on such an 
occasion as‘thie,“ Thut's werry sing’lar.”” The 
subject is opened here and now not so much be- 
cause of its general intercst to every user of the 
maiis as because of a wish tu rescue from total 
and undeserved obscurity a bill introduced in 
the Senate a day or two ago by the Chairman of 
the Post-Office Committee, Mr. Ferry, of Michi- 
gan. Senator Ferry proposes to reénact, in et- 
tect, the law of 1860, and there is not the slight- 
est doubt that a popular vote, could one be 
taken, would deciare bis purpose a laudable 
one.

should the insane writers of 621,230 other dead 
letters “containing noth of value receive 
them back again? Admirable as our post-oflice 
is in many ways, it is, in the nature of things, 
incapable of deciding what the value of a letter 
may be toits writer. Nobody maijisanything for 
the pur of baving it destroyed. Nothing 
shouid neglected to enable every one who 
pens a letter to feel secure that if he does not 
get it back again it has arrived at its destina- 
tion. But bow can there be any such feeling of 
security when so many os two and a quarter 
million letters are annually destroyed by the 
agency to whose care they are intrusted?

Michael Davitt reached the platform at 8:80 
o'clock. It wasso dark that the crowd could 
not see him. but somebody called for cheers for 
the distinguished Irishman, and the cry was 
taken up oy about 10,000 people. When Mr. 
Davitt began talking three-quarters of an hour 
later fron 12,000 to 16,000 persons tried to hear him 
Mr. Davitt was accompanied to the platform by 
Prot. Brophy, Robert Dlissert, and August 
Ernst. After the mass of peopie had got about 
tired out waiting, Jeremiah Murpby introduced 
Robert Blissert as Chairman of the meeting, and 
the latter welcomed the peopie in a short speech 
in which be demanded the land for the masses. 
Matthew Maguire then read an address to Mr. 
Davitt on behalf of the Central Labor Union,

ood. American workingmen were personally 
interested in ireland’s struggle, for her battle 
was the battle of all laborers.

to Sutton’s trustees in England. Sutton gave 
all his property to compiainants in trust for 
Mary Sutton, bis. sister, and her childea, the 
children of Peter Sutton and of Christopher At- 
kiuson. On the 30th ot July, 1872, Park tiled his 
Nai asking for leteers tamontary, and 
stat that Sutton left $75 worth of real 
estate, cash in bank 5 and promissory 
notes $ In October following Park filed 
what purported to be an inventory of the estate, 
but no action was ever taken on it. No Siaims 
were ever pressed against the estate, as Sutton 
left no debits. On the 3d of May, 1873, Park 
filed another inventory, from which it appeared

Fark was a very large stockholder in the 
latter bank, and as soon as he was appointed ex- 
eeutor, he drew all the money from the Bank of 
Moutreal and deposited it in the National Loan 
& Trust Company on interest. Park knew the 
bank was insolvent from the time of the panic, 
but took no steps to withdraw the trust funds. 
Complainauots from time to time urged Park to 
send the money he collected from the estate to 
them, but 75 replied he could not do so without 
an order of court. Even after adjudication day,

The German Savings Bank. 

O. H. Horton, Receiver of the German Savings 
Bank, tiled a petition yesterday before Judge 
Jameson setting forth that be had enough as- 
gets to pay all but about $6,900 of the debts of 
the bank, unless jt is decided the bank should 
also pay interest on the amount due. The sav- 
ings deposits all draw interest at from 4% to 6 
per cent, and if this is paid about 800,000 will be 
necessary. The charter makes the stockhold- 
ers liubie to an amount equal to the amount of 
their stock for all debts of the bank, and a num- 
ber of creditera taking advantage of this have 
begun individual suits to enforce the liability of 
several of the wealthiest stockholders. There 
were about forty stockholders when the bank 
failed; but some have since died and others 
become insolvent, 80 that an assess- 
ment of nearly 100 per cent will proba- 
bly have to be made on the remaining 
solvent stockholders. The Reveiver claims he 
alone is entitled to enforce this liability for the 
benefit of all the crediters, and he asks the 
Court to determine whether he shall pay inter- 
est on the claims, and to issue an injunction 
preventing the durther prosecution of any 
suits by individual creditors against stockhoid- 
ers of the bank.
